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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Pigott does not teach that 
the plane of the side wall axes does not contaienr the axis of the end wall. The end wall pivoting about an end axis (see Figure 4), the 
side walls pivoting about side axes (see Figure 4). The end axis and side axes extends parallel to the base. As shown in Figure 5, the end 
wall of the Pigott container has an axis below the hinge axes of the side walls. This allows for the collapsed position shown in Figure 5. 
The actual hinge axis of the Pigott end wall is not located at the top of the wall 24 (see figure 1 1 ) but is located through the center of male 
connector 71 because this is the line about which the end wall hinges. The fact that the walls have the same hinge does not mean that 
the walls all hinge along axes that lie in the same plane. 

Regarding claim 2, it is the Examiner's position that the surface 24 can be considered the upper support surface, to the degree set forth 
and defined in the claims. 

Regarding claim 12, the base of Pigott et al. is a single wall which has a planar top surface and a non-planar bottom surface . 
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
